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DETAILED ACTION 

Upon reconsideration, the previously indicated allowability of claim 43, subject matter now 
presented in claim 42, is hereby withdrawn. An action follows. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they do 
not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: Reference numeral 14. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Objections 

Claim 36 is objected to for the following informalities: In line 2, it appears "t" should be 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 42 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smithers (US 
patent 3,088,155). 

The patent to Smithers discloses the invention, a wiper blade, as is claimed, including a wiper 
blade element (12), a blade back (14) adapted to bear a plurality of lower air guide elements (26) 
along the longitudinal extension of the wiper blade and at least one fastening section (portion of 
back that engages claws 8) for fastening to a wiper arm. 

It is noted that claim 42 does not positively claim either a wiper arm or a lower air guide 
element. Therefore, the particular relationship between the air guide element(s) and the wiper arm 
does not appear of patentable significance. The claim is only directed to the wiper blade, blade back 
and fastening section. As such, Smithers meets the claim as he clearly discloses such a wiper blade 
that has a blade back and at least one fastening section. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-26, 28-33, 35, 36 and 39-41 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

With respect to claim 36, as the air guide element borne by the wiper blade and U-shaped 
profile part with air flow opening are positively set forth in the claim, defining that the air flow 
opening is configured to receive the air guide element is taken to mean that the element passes 
through the opening during operation of the wiper arm. In other words, that the air flow opening 
does receive the air guide element. If such an interpretation is not correct, applicant is encouraged 
to comment on such.
